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BOMB PLOT CHARGES 


TERROR SUSPECT ALLEGEDLY PLOTTED TO USE WEAPONS OF MASS DESTRUCTION

Terror suspect Najibullah Zazi plotted for more 
than a year to detonate homemade bombs in the 
U.S., had recently bought bomb-making supplies 
from beauty supply stores and was looking for 
“urgent” help in the past two weeks to make explo- 
sives, an indictment charged Thursday 

Zazi, arrested in Denver last weekend on a count 
of lying to terrorism investigators, was charged in 
New Tbrk with using conspiracy to use weapons of 
mass destruction. He arrived in a Denver courtroom 
late Thursday morning for a hearing on whether he 
should remain in federal custody 
The two-page indictment offers few details, but a 
separate document— a government motion seeking 
to deny bail to the 24-year-old Afghan immigrant— 
lays out evidence gathered by investigators. 

The airport shuttle driver began plotting to “use

tried on multiple times to 
communicate with another

“Each communication,” the papers say was “more 
urgent than the last.” 

On those days, Zazi rented a suite at a hotel in his 
hometown of Aurora, Colo., authorities charge. The 
room had a kitchen, and subsequent FBI testing for 
explosives and residue in the suite found the pres- 
ence of residue in the vent above the stove. 


In July and August, Zazi purchased unusually high 
amounts of hydrogen peroxide and acetone prod- 
ucts from beauty supply stores in the Denver met- 
ropolitan area, the document says. He searched the 
Internet for home improvement stores in Queens 
before driving a rental car for a two-day trip to the 
city, the document says. 

Zazi has publicly denied any terrorist plotting— and 
the documents don’t specify a specific time and place 
of a possible attack. Counterterrorism agents fear he 
and others may have been planning to detonate home- 
made bombs on New 'York City commuter trains. 

Authorities plan to transfer him to the federal 
court in Brooklyn to face the new charge. 

Zazi, his father and Ahmad Wais Afzali, a New 
Tbrk City imam, are scheduled to appear Thursday 
in Denver and Brooklyn courts on counts of lying 
to terrorism investigators. 


Discovery on moon makes a splash

The moon isn’t the dry dull place it seems. Traces of 
water lurk in the dirt unseen. 

Three different space probes found the chemi- 
cal signature of water all over the moon’s surface, 
surprising the scientists who at first doubted the 
unexpected measurement until it was confirmed 
independently and repeatedly 

It’s not enough moisture to foster homegrown 
life on the moon. But if processed in mass quanti- 
ties, it might provide resources — drinking water 
and rocket fuel— for future moon-dwellers, sci- 
entists say The water comes and goes during the 
lunar day 

It’s not a lot of water. If you took a two-liter soda 
bottle of lunar dirt, there would probably be a medi- 
cine dropperful of water in it, said University of 
Maryland astronomer Jessica Sunshine, one of the 
scientists who discovered the water. Another way to 
think of it is if you want a drink of water, it would 
take a baseball diamond’s worth of dirt, said team 
leader Carle Pieters of Brown University 

“It’s sort of just sticking on the surface,” Sunshine 
said. “We always think of the moon as dead and this 
is sort of a dynamic process that’s going on.” 

The discovery with three studies being published 
in the journal Science on Thursday and a NASA brief- 
ing, could refocus interest in the moon. The appeal of 
the moon waned after astronauts visited 40 years ago 
and called it “magnificent desolation.” 

The announcement comes two weeks before a 
NASA probe purposely smashes near the moon’s 



south pole to see if it can kick up buried ice. Over 
the last decade, astronomers have found some signs 
of underground ice on the moon’s poles. But this lat- 
est discovery is quite different. It finds unexpected 
and pervasive water clinging to the surface of soil, 
not absorbed into it. 

“It is drier than any desert we have here,” 
Sunshine said. 


SPOTTED 

This light wavelength was first discovered by 
an instrument on the Indian lunar satellite 
Chandrayaan-1, which stopped operating last 
month. Scientists initially figured something was 
wrong with the instrument because everyone 
knew the moon did not have a drop of water on 
the surface, Pieters said.

Do not disturb 
doesn’t work here 

Who knew one skinny sign could cause two hours of trouble? 

But trouble is what I got when I experimented with the CubeGuard 
cubicle message barrier. 

The device — a banner you attach to your cube opening with two 
magnetic mounts— is a strong line of defense in the never-ending 
batde against office distractions, according to its creators, 

‘Workers who have used the CubeGuard thus far are amazed at how 
effective this simple tool is in helping them reclaim some personal 
space,” John Stanton, CEO of CubeGuard, is quoted as saying in a 
release teeming with the term “productivity” “It allows an employee to 
focus on his/her priorities and not those of the interrupters,” 

I could smell what CubeGuard was cooking. 

My tiny office space is the first thing you see upon entering the main 
doorway of the RedEye newsroom. 

Between co-worker pop-ins and wandering visitors asking for direc- 
tions to the conference room, who can get anything done? 

That’s why I cordoned myself off with CubeGuard, 

The device didn’t offer a warning whisde or a pre-recorded threat 
from Samuel L, Jackson, 

But it still got its point across with the bold-faced lettering in “Please 
Do Not Disturb,” surrounded by smiley faces with zipped lips. 
Unfortunately, I received far from a disturbance-free day In fact, I 
became something of a pariah. 

One of my co-workers walked by, did a double take, and then walked 
back over to his seat, I pursued him to get his impressions of my do- 
not-disturb decor. 

When he hemmed and hawed, I whispered that it wasn’t really mine, 
but part of an office experiment. 

He immediately expressed relief I hadn’t actually invested in the 
message barrier, 

“I thought it was kinda rude,” he said, 

A Tribune janitor shared his disdain for the device, 

“You don’t want me to empty your trash then,” he asked in a testy 
tone as he made his way through the newsroom, Eor the sake of sanita- 
tion, I assured him that wasn’t the intent of the sign. 

But the most telling reaction came from a co-worker who regularly 
enters my cube, uninvited, just to show me that he can. He also isn’t 
above playfully pushing my office chair with his foot. He couldn’t 
exaedy get in with my CubeGuard firmly in place, but I wondered if he 
now considered my work space a frivolity-free zone. 

Not quite, 

“I find this very humorous,” he said of the sign, “It actually compels 
me to bother you even more,” 

Eeeling defeated, and wary my wastebasket would go un-emptied 
that evening, I took down my CubeGuard, or as I now call it, my 
paperweight. And if you’re looking for the conference room, it’s around 
the corner, first door to the right. 
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CHICAGO CABBIES ASK FOR 
RATE HIKES, NEW CHARGES- 
DALEY AIDE SAYS ‘NO WAY’

Chicago cabdrivers asked City Hall on Thursday to raise their 
overall rates by 22 percent and allow new charges for credit cards 
and phone dispatching. 

But aldermen were noncommittal, and Mayor Dale/s top con- 
sumer aide said “no way” it 11 happen during a down economy 
Cabbies want the City Council to add 50 cents just to start the 
ride— the current flag fee is $2,25, And drivers are seeking 30 cents 
more per mile driven— the current cost is $1,80 per mile. 

In addition, cabdrivers are asking the city to add four fees: $1,50 
to use a credit card, $i for a phone dispatch, $i for McCormick 
Place trips and $50 to clean up a passenger's vomit, 

“If someone throws up in the back of a cab, it's no laughing 
matter to the cabdriver, who now has to take two hours to detail 
the cab,” said George Lutfallah, a driver who publishes Chicago 
Dispatcher, a newspaper for cabbies, 

Lutfallah presented statistics that he said showed Chicago driv- 
ers make less than counterparts in other major U,S, cities. 

He spoke before the council's Transportation Committee, which 
took the matter under consideration. 

Afterward, 38th Ward Aid, Thomas Allen, the committee chair- 
man, pointed to testimony that the number of fares per driver has 
dropped dramatically during the recession, in part because fewer 
tourists and conventioneers are coming to Chicago, 

“That's an added burden that's really outside the control” of the 
city, he said, “It's a ticklish situation, ,„ People are trying to save 
money, so they are not taking cabs,” 


CASH VS. CREDIT 

A fee of 5 percent of each credit card fare payment is charged to 
the taxicab driven according to a report from the University of 
Illinois’ School of Labor and Employment Relations. The survey 
was unable to determine the rate of credit card fare payments in 
relation to cash payments, redeye 


Daley said his administration will listen to the drivers' request, 
“I just can't say ‘yes,"' the mayor said, “but like anything else, 
they'll make their presentations. But like anything else, you're very 
understanding about their plight,” 

Daley's top aide on the issue wasn't so neutral, 

“There is no way in this economy that the consumers, the pas- 
sengers, can support a 22 percent increase,” said Norma Reyes, 
commissioner of the Business Affairs and Consumer Protection 
Department, 

“The cabdrivers are important to the transportation infrastruc- 
ture of the city, but we are in challenging times,” 

Reyes said she will review Thursday's testimony before she 
makes a formal recommendation, Daley has come under criti- 
cism for a parking meter lease that raised rates, as well as for other 
increases of taxes and fees in recent years, 

Cabdrivers haven't received a fare increase since May 2005, 
though last year the city enacted a fuel surcharge of up to $i when 
gasoline costs spike. 

University of Illinois Professor Robert Bruno, meanwhile, dis- 
tributed to aldermen the recently completed first part of a three- 
phase study, “Driven Into Poverty: A Comprehensive Study of the 
Chicago Taxicab Industry” 

The study surveyed 920 of the city's 12,000 or so cabdrivers and 
found they made less than $5 an hour after paying expenses that 
included lease and gas payments.

Little Village tragedy 


2 die in fast-moving 
blaze that appears 
to be accidental

After locking up his attic apartment for the 
night around midnight Thursday in Little 
Village, Thomas Pagan laid his head on a pil- 
low when he smelled something electrical 
burning. 

Pagan, 24, opened the door leading to an 
enclosed back porch of the two-story brick 
home in the 2700 block of South Keeler 
Avenue and saw huge flames. 

“It was like 120 degrees,” Pagan said. “It 
was really hot. I woke my girlfriend up and 
said there’s a fire.” 

The blaze kept them from escaping 
through the back door. So they headed for 
the front window, pushed an air-conditioning 
unit out the window and smashed the glass. 

A barefoot Pagan climbed through onto 
a pitched roof and coaxed girlfriend Jessica 
LaPorta, who is six months pregnant, to 
follow him while he called 911. Though he 
couldn’t see much through the smoke billow- 
ing from the house. Pagan said he could make

out beams of light from flashlights below. 

“The cops and everybody were saying hold 
on, they’re coming, they’re coming,” Pagan 
said. “Sure enough, I heard the clank of the 
ladder from the firemen.” 

The smoke was so intense Pagan couldn’t 
see the ladder and had to feel for it with his 
foot. He started climbing down first and had 
LaPorta, 24, follow him so he could try to 
catch her if she fell. 

They were safe. But one floor below. 
Pagan’s grandmother, Patricia Policky, 70, and 
his uncle, Richard Policky, 44, were dead, and 
another relative’s lungs and esophagus were 
badly burned from breathing in the heat and 
smoke after trying to pull his mom from the 
flames, family members said. 

Fire officials continue to investigate the 


cause of the blaze they say likely started on 
the back porch. Sources say the fire appears 
to be accidental. Neighbors said the blaze 
swept through the house so fast those who 
survived were lucky to be alive. 

“We could feel the heat from over here,” 
said Amanda Knych, 25, who lives across the 
street. 

The smell of charred brick and siding was 
still thick Thursday as a demolition crew 
tore through the remains of the home. The 
blue siding on the back of a house next door 
to the south was peeling off, its brick black 
from fire and smoke. The front of the small 
detached garage behind that house was 
singed too. 

Family members and friends gathered at 
the south suburban Summit home of Jennifer 
Novak, one of Patricia Policky’s daughters. 
They shared stories about their loved ones 
who perished in the fire and hope for those 
hospitalized. 

Robert Policky 52, whose lungs were badly 
burnt and his facial hair singed, is in critical 
condition in the burn unit of Stroger Hospital, 
his sister, Jennifer Novak said. LaPorta, also at 
Stroger, is resting comfortably after doctors 
gave her medicine to stop contractions she 
started having after escaping the fire. 


Payroll snafu 
rankles UlC 
students

With $2.97 in her bank account, Serita Heer 
joined a dozen other graduate students 
Thursday to ask the University of Illinois at 
Chicago to resolve ongoing problems with 
paying their teaching and research assistants 
on time. 

Wearing red T-shirts from the Graduate 
Employees Organization that read “UIC 
works because we do,” the students marched 
to the administrative offices just after 8 a.m. 
and asked for a meeting with the chancellor to 
cut through red tape that has left some gradu- 
ate assistants waiting for their paychecks five 
weeks after they started work. Other stu- 
dents say they haven’t received their tuition 
waivers, which ties up their student loans. 

GEO secretary Mandy Earetta said 75 grad 
students from more than a dozen depart- 
ments have informed her of late paycheck and 
tuition waiver problems. The GEO contract 
with the university, currently being renegoti- 
ated, calls for payment once a month. 

Administrators convened to meet with the 
students after their surprise visit said it’s a sys- 
temic problem that will be resolved. 

“It is a big mess,” said Marilyn Labliaks, 
assistant director of UIC labor relations and 
compliance. Labliaks told students that a new 
computer system was partly to blame and 
asked that students who had fallen through 
the cracks contact her. 

Eor cash-strapped graduate students, late 
funds are a big deal. Heer, a doctoral student 
in art history, said she’s watched her bank 
account dip below $3 as she awaits her tuition 
waiver, which would free up student loans that 
otherwise automatically go to paying tuition. 
Heer said friends have given her food and lent 
her money for laundry, and when her dog got 
sick this week, her boyfriend paid her vet bill. 

“It’s so embarrassing,” Heer, 34, said. 

Some students say they have received auto- 
mated calls from the university notifying 
them of the Monday deadline to pay student 
fees— which include services such as campus 
health insurance — after which time they’ll be 
assessed late penalties. 

Administrators told the students Thursday 
that any late fees incurred would be waived. 
To address the long-term problem, a commit- 
tee will be formed to investigate where the 
process goes wrong, they said. 

“In a perverse sort of way you might be 
doing us a favor,” Henri Gillet, interim dean of 
the Graduate College, told the students at the 
meeting. “This kind of stuff happens to other 
people as well. It is a question of how things

CTA driver sues police officer 


Video footage released Thursday shows an off-duty 
Chicago police officer charging onto a CTA bus to 
confront the driver, but it was unclear if the officer 
threw any punches as alleged in the driver’s lawsuit. 

The footage was released by the attorney represent- 
ing CTA bus operator Ricardo Mendoza, who said he 
was punched by Thomas O’Grady on Sept. 12 after 
O’Grady boarded a bus he was driving in the Loop. 

According to the federal lawsuit, O’Grady erupted 
in a “violent fit” and “savagely beat” Mendoza as he 
remained belted in his seat. 

O’Grady a sergeant, declined to comment on the 
allegations. 


The footage, which does 
not include audio, showed 
O’Grady running onto the 
bus toward Mendoza. There 
was no visible punch, but a 
partition behind Mendoza 
obstructed O’Grad/s actions 
for a moment. 

After O’Grady exited the 
bus, he quickly re-entered 
but was stopped by two uni- 
formed officers who happened to be on the bus. 
Attorney Craig Sandberg said even though the foot- 


age does not show a punch being landed, his client 
reported being hit by O’Grady who allegedly thought 
Mendoza cut him off in traffic while riding a bicycle. 
He also said a delay between each frame on the video 
could mean the punch was not caught. The delay 
between the frames was less than a second. 

“I would agree the video doesn’t show contact, but 
I’ve got my client saying there is,” Sandberg said. “I’ve 
got my client going to a hospital.” 

Mendoza’s union on Thursday called for a swift 
investigation into what happened. 

The confrontation remains under investigation by 
Chicago police.

Chicago State University could lose accreditation 


Chicago State University is at risk of losing its accredi- 
tation due to “remarkably poor” graduation and reten- 
tion rates, as well as tumultuous leadership and financ- 
es, according to the region’s accrediting agency 

In a letter obtained by the Tribune, the Higher 
Learning Commission cites several “grave” concerns 
regarding the future of the South Side school that 
serves roughly 6,800 students. The most pressing prob- 
lems derive from managing enrollment, but other issues 
include a reduction in student financial assistance that 
led to dropouts and delayed approval of budgets. 


“There are serious questions about whether 
Chicago State University continues or will continue 
to meet the Commission’s criteria for accreditation,” 
said Karen Solomon, a vice president with the com- 
mission, in the July letter. 

Loss of accreditation is rare: Only one university 
in the region has been stripped of this authoriza- 
tion in the last three years, said Karen Solinski, the 
commission’s director of legal and governmental 
affairs. Losing accreditation can cost a university its 
federal funding, and credits students earn might not 


be accepted by other institutions. 

Solinski said she would not comment specifically 
on Chicago State, but said the commission is usually 
able to help struggling schools resolve their prob- 
lems before accreditation is withdrawn. The process 
is lengthy and generally offers institutions several 
opportunities to improve. 

“Withdrawal is the last resort,” she said. 

The commission plans to visit the campus early 
next year to focus on improving recruitment, reten- 
tion and graduation rates.

About 
five houses were turned into rubble, and at 
least 14 people were injured by the blast in a 
residential neighborhood in the city of Santo 
Andre, according to the local fire department.

Census worker hanged 


□ MANCHESTER, Ky. When Bill Sparkman 
told retired trooper Gilbert Acciardo 
that he was going door-to-door collecting 
census data in rural Kentucky, the former 
cop drew on years of experience for a warn- 
ing: “Be careful.” 

The 51-year-old Sparkman was found this 
month hanged from a tree near a Kentucky 
cemetery with the word “fed” scrawled on 
his chest, a law enforcement official said 
Wednesday, and the FBI is investigating 
whether he was a victim of anti-government 
sentiment. 

“Even though he was with the Census 
Bureau, sometimes people can view some- 
one with any government agency as ‘the 
government.’ I just was afraid that he might 


meet the wrong character along the way up 
there,” said Acciardo, who directs an after- 
school program at an elementary school 
where Sparkman was a substitute teacher. 

The Census Bureau has suspended door- 
to-door interviews in rural Clay County, 
where the body was found, until the investi- 
gation is complete, an official said. 

The law enforcement official, who was not 
authorized to discuss the case and requested 
anonymity, did not say what type of instru- 
ment was used to write the word on the 
chest of Sparkman, who was supplementing 
his income doing Census field work. 

He was found Sept. 12 in a remote patch 
of Daniel Boone National Forest, and an 
autopsy report is pending. 



A first— vaccine 
helps prevent AIDS 

□ BANGKOK For the first time, an 
experimental vaccine has prevented 
infection with the AIDS virus, a water- 
shed event in the deadly epidemic and 
a surprising result. Recent failures led 
many scientists to think such a vaccine 
might never be possible. 

The World Health Organization and 
the U.N. agency UNAIDS said the results 
“instilled new hope” in the field of HIV 
vaccine research, although researchers 
say it likely is many years before a vaccine 
might be available. 

The vaccine cut the risk of becoming 
infected with HIV by more than 31 per- 
cent in the world’s largest AIDS vaccine 
trial of more than 16,000 volunteers in 
Thailand, researchers said Thursday 
Even though the benefit is modest, 
“it’s the first evidence that we could have 
a safe and effective preventive vaccine,” 
Col. Jerome Kim said.

Carson Daly is not a d-bag. 

The ‘‘Last CalP’ host came to Chicago last weekend to 
tape an episode of his late-night show, hitting Gino's East, 
the Willis Tower, Grant Park and the Chicago River among 
other stops. It will air at 12:30 a.m. Saturday on NBC. 

“We^re going to show you Chicago like youVe never seen 
it,” Daly, 36, said to the camera while filming on a water 
taxi ride to Chinatown.

Despite such cheesy overstatements, Daly’s 
an OK dude, ^s, he slips into “bro-speak” and 
tends to fist-bump, but face-to-face he’s a regu- 
lar guy who loves music, his friends, family and 
infant son, Jackson, 

He knows that a lot of people aren’t fans— 
partly because of his time hosting MTV’s 
“Total Request Live”— and he’s OK with that. 
He thinks if they actually met him, they would 
change their minds, 

“It’s nothing compared to what it was when 
I was at MTV,” he told me Saturday “When 
you’re on TV it’s always a weird thing „, I don’t 
worry about people saying ‘%u’re a douche- 
bag,’ or whatever, because I’m very confident 
that if I ever ran into that person, their impres- 
sion of me would be drastically different,” 

I have to confess, my impression changed 
after tagging along during the shoot, Daly 
was friendly, open and engaging throughout 
the day He happily signed autographs, posed 
for photos and, during a late lunch at Gino’s, 
bought a round of shots for a wedding party 
(more on that later). 

Sure, he should be nice, since he’s promot- 
ing a show that’s on so late at night many peo- 
ple don’t even know about it. But “Last Call 
with Carson Daly” is in its eighth year, folks, 
and I don’t think Daly is too concerned about 
whether I like him or not. 


“Last Call” has changed drastically in the 
past eight months, since NBC decided to give 
Jay Leno a 9 p,m, talk show, Conan O’Brien 
took over “The Tonight Show” and Jimmy 
Fallon launched his version of “Late Night,” 

At the time, Daly and his producers realized 
that four hours of talk show chat was probably 
enough. They decided to find a new approach 
for “Last Call,” which led them to the current 
documentary-style filming. 

The week that Fallon debuted, Daly and 
crew left his studio to shoot around L,A,, 
including filming musical guests during club 
performances, 

“Once I took the tie off and wasn’t behind 
a desk, I felt like my personality could come 
out a litde bit more,” Daly said, “It was great 
to be on the street, great to go into bars ,„ 

Wfe decided to stick with it and we just never 
really went back,” 

His Chicago road trip came about through 
a partnership with Samsung, Daly promotes 
the company’s Jack phones, and Samsung sent 
Daly and crew to four major cities. They’ve 
filmed episodes in Seattle, San Francisco and 
now Chicago, They’re in New York City this 
weekend, 

“Chicago was an obvious pick,” said Daly, 
who brings his old high school buddy, Mike 
Nelson, a San Francisco DJ who goes by No 
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Daly takes photos with a wedding group at Gino’s East, 
He later bought them shots.

With Nelson along for the ride, Daly may 
show us a Chicago we’ve never seen. No Name 
was a riot, doing hand stands in one of the 
clear ledges of the Willis Tower that allow 
tourists to seemingly stand on air. During 
filming downtime. Nelson cracked up every- 
one with stories about the last time he went to 
Wiener’s Circle in Lakeview, when one of the 
employees showed him “the chocolate shake,” 
(Tbu’U have to experience it yourself) 


Their plans in Chicago included visiting 
not only Willis, the river and Gino’s, but also 
the lakefront. Grant Park, the Green Mill and 
the Ladyhawke show at Metro, Daly solicited 
advice from his Twitter followers as well, scor- 
ing an invite from Pete Wentz to visit Wentz’s 
Angels and Kings club on Clark Street, 

Daly said he prefers shooting with a very 
loose plan, so that things happen “organically”

The stuff that’s not 
funny, though, from Tucker’s misogyny to Drew’s stunningly far-fetched 
romance with a stripper who finds his anger charming, is almost as bad 
as the deer-in-headlights performances. There’s clever bad taste and 
there’s an unstoppable trail of feces, and one particularly nasty scene in 
“Hell” makes it very clear what this movie is after.

Despite the title of his new movie, Michael 
Moore really hates capitalism. He says it’s a 
scheme for businesses to profit at the expense

The provocateur filmmaker is campaigning 
for an end to what he says is the “evil” in our 
economic system and a return to the days when 
our lives weren’t so defined by money It’s an 
ambitious theme, but some of his arguments in 
“Capitalism: A Love Story” fall apart on closer 
inspection. 

There may be more to the story than is told 
in the film, which is now playing in New York 
and L.A. and opening across the country Oct. 
2. That’s partly a function of events overtaking 
the narrative since filming ended. But that’s not 
always the case. Consider these two points in 
the film, which Moore discussed. 


taxpayers’ funds that went to the investment 
bank. He doesn’t get past the front door. 

THE FACTS: Three months after that scene 
was shot, Goldman Sachs was one of lo large 
banks that repaid in June some $68 billion they 
received from the $700 billion Troubled Assets 
Relief Program. Since then, other large finan- 
cial companies have repaid funds too, including 
Chrysler Financial and American Express. 

Still, many large banks haven’t repaid the 
TARP money Citigroup and Bank of America 
each received $45 billion and have yet to repay 
those funds. Not all of the $700 billion in 
TARP funds have been disbursed. The total 
peaked at $425 billion. 

MOORE’S RESPONSE: “Let’s be clear on this. 
We’re not talking about the majority of people 
who took the money ... not even 10 percent of 
the $700 billion has been returned.”

Moore notes how the sudden 
death of a 26 -year-old former Wal-Mart worker 
resulted ina$8i,ooo life insurance payout to 
the retailer. 

But it’s never mentioned in the body of the 
film that in 2000 the world’s largest retailer 
canceled all 350,000 of these policies it took 


out on employees between 1993 and 1995. 

MOORE’S RESPONSE: No misrepresentation 
here, he says: Wal-Mart ’s termination of the 
insurance policies is included in a 7-minute- 
long presentation of facts and quotes on differ- 
ent issues relating to the movie shown in the 
closing credits.

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Long trip to screen for ‘Pandorum’

Time can move slowly in the movie world— just 
ask the cast of “Pandorum.” 

The sci-fi horror film opens Friday, seven 
months after members of the cast traveled 
to San Francisco’s WonderCon comic book/ 
movie/pop culture convention to hype it. And 
the publicity didn’t start until months after the 
movie was shot. 

What everyone finally will see this week- 
end is how two astronauts (Dennis Quaid, 
Ben Foster) wake up in a hyper-sleep chamber 
aboard a seemingly abandoned spacecraft. They 
can’t remember anything. The pair soon discov- 
ers— in ‘Alien” fashion— there’s more happen- 
ing on the ship than they could imagine. 

“I love the paranoia that this {spaceship] 
setting gives it,” Quaid said. “Two guys from 
the crew wake up from cryo-sleep on a space- 
ship that’s probably five miles long. HUGE. ... 
It’s a horror film, a psychological thriller, very 
‘Twilight Zone.’ ” 

The sci-fi and horror genres are familiar 
worlds to Foster, who appeared in “30 Days of 
Night” and “X-Men: The Last Stand.” He says 
it’s not the genre but the script that attracted 
him to this movie. 


“I can usually tell in a few pages if I want to 
be in a project. I knew with this one as soon as I 
read the first page. That whole idea about wak- 
ing up and not knowing who you are seemed 
like something fun to do,” Foster says. 

As for the lag time between filming and the 
opening, it’s familiar territory for Foster. The 
29 -year-old actor has seen plenty of movies take 
a long time to reach theaters during the 12 years 
he’s been working. 

Antje Tf aue, who plays the character Nadia, is 
in a brave new world with “Pandorum.” Before 
the sci-fi chiller, Traue worked in small films in 
her home country of Germany None of those 
movies involved the special effects, fan interest 
or the long delay to get released that she has 
dealt with in “Pandorum.” 

“I have never done a film in this genre before 
‘Pandorum.’ Now I know what it means to be in 
such a movie, because it is so focused and done 
in bits and pieces. It is not like a character piece 
where you go into your character and stay in 
your character,” Traue says. “This kind of movie 
comes together in the editing room.” 

Because of the special effects, it took months 
after the filming before Traue got to see exactly 
what was happening in the movie.

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Mackenzie Phillips defends dad

Mackenzie Phillips is defending her father John 
Phillips as “a good man” despite her claims that they 
had an incestuous affair. 

The 49 -year-old former child actress writes in her 
new book, “High on Arrival,” that she had a decade- 
long sexual relationship with her father. And she 
alleges they had sex on the night before she was to 
get married in 1979 at age 19. John Phillips, who died 
of heart failure in 2001, was the leader of the 1960s 
group the Mamas and the Papas. 

Phillips, who starred on TV’s “One Day at aTime,” 
said the sexual relationship with her father lasted a 
decade and ended when she became pregnant and 
didn’t know who had fathered the child. She had an 
abortion, for which her father paid. 

Interviewed on NBC’s “Today” show Thursday, 
Phillips said it was “a very permissive time and a very 
rock ’n’ roll world and pretty much anything went.” 
Her father “did the best he could,” she said. 

Phillips, who said she first tried cocaine at age ii, 
said her father did drugs with her, taught her to roll 
joints and injected her with cocaine. Last October, 
Phillips pleaded guilty in LA to possessing cocaine 
and was ordered to complete an 18 -month drug 
treatment program. 

But her stepmother (and former Mamas and the 


Papas member) Michelle Phillips disagrees with 
the sexual allegations. 

“I have every reason to believe it’s untrue,” she 
told the Hollywood Reporter. “Mackenzie has a 
lot of mental illness. She’s had a needle stuck up 
her arm for 35 years. She was arrested for heroin 
and coke just recently She did ‘Celebrity Rehab’ 
and now she writes a book. The whole thing is 
timed.” 

Half-sister Chynna Phillips told Us Weekly 
that Mackenzie Phillips told her about the sexual 
relationship in 1997. 

“Do I believe that they had an incestuous rela- 
tionship and that it went on for 10 years? Yes,” 
Chynna Phillips said. 

But Genevieve Waite, John Phillips’ wife at the 
time of the alleged abuse and Mackenzie’s stepmoth- 
er, said in a statement, “John was a good man who had 
the disease of alcoholism and drug addiction. He was 
incapable, no matter how drunk or drugged he was, of 
having such a relationship with his own child.” 

During her “Today” appearance, Phillips pro- 
nounced herself drug-free, and she characterized the 
skepticism with which her book has been received 
as typical for a family visited by incest. 

“The instinct is to brush it under the table,” she 
said. “The instinct is to protect the abuser.”

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For Duchovny, comedy 
is about more than sex

Hank Moody, the hero of Showtime’s comedy 
“Californication,” is a roguish struggling novel- 
ist who says whatever is on his mind and feels a 
tug from every member of the opposite sex. 

He might get into less trouble if he kept his lip 
buttoned and his fly zipped. But that wouldn’t 
be Hank, nor would it be “Californication,” 
which mines laughs (and, occasionally, gasps) 
from Hank’s erotic misadventures, and those 
of his sexed-up fellow travelers. 

Starring David Duchovny, “Californication” 
begins its third season at 9 p.m. Sunday with 
Hank landing a much-needed teaching job at a 
local college. This is thanks to a professor who 
is the sexy mother of a friend of Hank’s teenage 
daughter Becca (Madeleine Martin). 

Here in academia. Hank is primed to seduce 
his new colleague (whose husband, the dean of 
the college, is his boss), while a graduate assis- 
tant and a sassy coed also are on Hank’s radar. 

“I call it adult comedy,” Duchovny says, “but 
not in the Triple-X sense. It’s adult comedy 
because the characters are acting foolish but 
not acting like children. I see most main- 
stream American comedies with adults acting 
like children. Hank is childish, but he’s not a 
child. He’s a man acting childishly” 

These days, Duchovny’s family— Tea 
Leoni, his wife of a dozen years, and their 
two children— is together and stronger than 
ever, he’s happy to report. 

“Things are great,” he says. But a year ago, 
things weren’t so bright. In August 
2008, Duchovny announced he 
was entering rehab for sex addic- 
tion. Meanwhile, his marriage was 
in jeopardy 

Making things worse, this 
news, for some viewers, served to 
undermine Duchovny’s accom- 
plishments on “Californication.” 

It suggested that his role as 
Hank hit too close to home, that 
Duchovny wasn’t play-acting as 
much as just playing himself 

With no sign of defensive- 
ness, Duchovny makes clear he 
regards the challenges he faced 
last year to be a private matter. 

But he is candid in acknowledg- 
ing “an unfortunate coincidence,” 
at least appearance-wise, between 
his life and his art. 

‘Any subject matter like that, by 
its very nature, is going to get trivi- 
alized,” he says. “When you’ve got a 
hammer, everything looks like a nail. 

That’s how it looks to people who are dis- 


cussing it. But the two have nothing to do with 
one another— my personal life and the show.” 

“Californication” isn’t really a show about 
sex, Duchovny says, but about a man with inner 
conflicts and self-esteem problems. Hank is a 
charismatic but troubled man who wants to 
reunite with his loved ones, no matter how 
much his bad-boy behavior continues to drive 
his family apart. 

“What’s funny to me is not what the charac- 
ter wants,” Duchovny says, “but what he can’t 
help doing.” 

Hank can’t help but make use of the latitude 
a premium-cable network like Showtime can 
offer its shows.
